Members' of- the Adams County 


Medical' Society heard an important 
discussion on "The Value of Blood 
Culture^ in Diagnosis" at the May 
dinner-meeting of the Society at the 
Hotel Gettysburg., -Wednesday eve- 
ning. 


Dr. S. Brandt Rose, chief of the 


Division of Bacteriology at 
the 


Philadelphia General hospital, and 
Professor " of Bacteriology at 
the 


Woman's'Medical College, Philadel- 
phia . (the''only. raedical college for 
women in the United States), from 
1929' to '1936, was the speaker. 


He spoke of the • experiences at 


the Philadelphia General hospital 
in the. taking of blood cultures. 


He said .that when a physician 


suspects that a patient may have 
bacteria in the blood stream, a 
specimen of. blood is taken from the 
arm of the patient. It is then taken 
to the laboratory where it is distrib- 
uted into specially prepared broths 
and other nutrient materials. The 
specimens are then placed in an in- 
cubator which maintains a tem- 
perature of 98.2" degrees, or body 
temperature. 


From time to time the blood cul- 


tures so heated are examined to de- 
termine whether or not growth has 
occurred. If growth does.occur the 
study shows that the blood culture 
is 
"positive." 
This information 


guides the physician in his treat- 
ment of the patient. 
" During the past ten years more 
than 15,000 blood cultures have been 
taken at the Philadelphia General 
hospital. Of this number approxi- 
mately 15 per cent were "positive." 
It was found that five bacteria ac- 
counted for 93 per cent of all the 
"positive" cases. Such information, 
Dr. Rose said,' is valuable to the 
physician because it enables him to 
predict the probable offending bac- 
terium. .

Dr. Rose explained that it is im- 


portant to avoid-contamination of 
the . blood. specimen., with bacteria 
that are normally present 'in the air 
or-on the skin.' .By the use of a 
simplified" technique the incidence 
of contamination was reduced to 
.01 per. cent. . . .

House Group Favors 58 


More Vessels for Navy 


Washington, May .8 (AP)—The 


House naval committee recommend- 
ed legislation today to authorize the 
Navy to acquire 58 additional fleet 
auxiliary vessels at a cost" of ap- 
proximately §350,000,000. 


The bill represented an increase 


of 33 ships beyond what the Navy 
requested; when the legislation was 
introduced early in March.

testified he had been instructed by 
Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief of 
naval operations, to ask that the 
measure be amended to authorize 
acquisition of 550,000 tons of addi- 
tional auxiliaries instead of the 200,- 
000 tons originally requested.

WILL ROGERS RANCH 
A FEW miles out from Hollywood, 
* * California, beyond Beverly Hills, 
outside Santa Monica, and spread 
out upon a group of wandering 
highlands, sets the ranch house of 
Will Rogers—a place that certainly 
fitted his character and his love for 
natural beauty. 
The Ranch house now is a me­ 
morial and museum opened to the 
public. Its rambling simplicity is at 
once impressive, suggestive of the 
taste of the man who planned and 
built it. You enter from stone steps 
off the roadway, with flowers bank­ 
ing each side, and find yourself upon 
a long veranda of stone, half hidden 
by vines, but admitting a beautiful 
view of landscape to the lowlands 
and the sea far out. 
Within the large drawing room 
you are faced with trophies earned 
by the famous polo player, and gifts 
of affection given to the humorist 
by noted folk and admirers from al­ 
most every corner of the globe. 
Here also you will see the earliest 
symbols of 
recognition 
accorded 
Rogers, long before he ever dreamed 
of the fame that later blessed his 
career. 
Across from a small patio is the 
library, comfortable and inviting, 
though here again, furnished in the 
utmost simplicity and fine taste. 
The silent spirit of the great human 
being seems to prevail everywhere, 
inside and outside. A few hundred 
feet below the front of the house, 
and a little to the right below, is the 
private polo field that Will Rogers 
loved so much—and a little way 
back is the big barn that housed his 
ponies. In a field nearby I stood and 
watched his favorite pony, Soap 
Suds, happily eating from the hill­ 
side. 
People are constantly arriving at 
this shrine of America’s most be­ 
loved human being, for here, as 
everywhere, the soul and spirit of 
Will Rogers seem to linger, and 
people who come here, refresh their 
inner lives and leave cleaner in 
mind and more stable in their faith, 
for something of all America was 
deeply imbedded within the heart 
of this remarkable man. 
Here lived Will Rogers, who wrote, 
played, and crated an imperishable 
character, that embodied the finest 
traditions of our time—a man who, 
in his own words, never met a 
human being that he didn’t like!

Harrisburg, May 8 (AP)—Opposi­ 
tion to the administration’s proposal 
to extend civil service in five addi­ 
tional state departments developed 
today within the republican sena­ 
torial ranks with indications the 
program may never be approved by 
the 1941 legislature. 
The Senate has now on its post­ 
poned calendar an administration 
bill to install the merit rating plan 
of hiring and promoting in the de­ 
partments of Health and Welfare, 
the State Police and the Fish and 
Game commissions. 
The bill was placed before the 27- 
man republican delegation in cau­ 
cus and received only 23 votes, it 
was learned from several senators 
who attended. 
Federal Subsidy Demands 
Civil Service 
To relieve this situation, another 
bill had been introduced to apply 
to the Department of Health which 
stands to lose $1,200,000 a year in 
subsidies from the federal govern­ 
ment if it fails to establish a civil 
service system. 
Several Senate sources said the 
general civil service bill was "dead.” 
Indications of continued opposition 
to even the measure applying only 
to the 
Health department were 
given in a resolution introduced by 
Senators George Wade and M. Har­ 
vey Taylor asking an investigation 
of personnel in the Health depart­ 
ment to arrive at some minimum 
needs basis. 
Health Dept. Investigation 
Such an inquiry, it was pointed 
out, would require weeks and the 
1941 legislature may be adjourned 
by the time it is concluded. 
The civil service extension was 
asked by the governor in his opening 
message to the legislature,

As the Senate recessed until Mon­ 
day and the House arranged for a 
IO a. rn. session, the capitol also 
was the scene of these develop­ 
ments: 
1) Mark S. James, acting secre­ 
tary of commerce, declared the use 
made of Pennsylvania’s "vast in­ 
dustrial capacity” would determine 
the success or failure of the nation’s 
defense efforts. 
2) The commonwealth’s prepared­ 
ness program as outlined by the 
new state council of defense, was 
inaugurated with a "mobilization” 
rally in which Paul V. McNutt, fed­ 
eral security administrator, warned 
that “defense begins at home.” He 
urged local communities to “carry 
the bail’ in the nation’s drive to 
rearm. 
3) The Department of Agriculture 
found 
recent 
weather conditions 
"very favorable” to truck crops in 
Pennsylvania but pointed out that 
lack of rain was making itself felt.

A proposal by Governor James 
that the state build a new execu­ 
tive mansion for his successor to 
replace the 75-year-old home now 
in use started to move forward.

anthracite conference

university., 
"Anthracite, which supplied ap­ 
proximately 59 per cent of all the 
fuel used for domestic heating in 
the northeastern United States in 
1939, will be called upon to supply 
a still greater amount in the imme­ 
diate future,” J. D. Jillson, sales en- 
ginees 
for 
Anthracite 
Industries 
Inc., said in a paper before the in­ 
dustries' representatives. 
Fuels such as coke and oil, now 
competing with anthracite in the 
domestic market will be required 
for the national defense program 
and withdrawn from the market, 
he added. 
State’s Mineral Wealth 
W. W. Myers, professor of mineral 
economics and technology' at Penn­ 
sylvania State college, asserted that 
minerals are Pennsylvania’s great­ 
est primary source of wealth, 
av­ 
eraging one-half billion dollars an­ 
nually. 
"One-eighth 
of 
Pennsylvania’s 
population is dependent upon an­ 
thracite 
mining,” he said. 
"Less 
than 25 per cent of the state’s an­ 
thracite has been mined, and the 
remainder is sufficient for 332 years 
at the present rate of production.”

FEW miles out from Holly wood, 
California, beyond Beverly Hills,

* Llewelyn Powys says in “Love 
and Death.” 
It is true in an odd 
sense, Just as this remarkable book 
is true, though not quite in the 
sense its author believed. 
He be­ 
lieved he was writing a great and 
deep love story, but what emerged 
from tile shadow of hls^ own death 
was a great picture of a* man dying. 
Tile book occupied Powys from 
1933 to 1938, lite years in which 
tuberculosis Anally caught the whip 
by the handle and applied it to 
Powys’ strangely unreluclant body. 
Present suffering obtained release 
in remembered joy, and this joy 
came from returning in mind to ids 
first love, and reliving the time 
spent with her. 
Tile result is a 
book which wavers always between 
autobiography 
and 
fiction, 
and 
which is unique among such ven­ 
tures so far as I know. Even when 
it is quite unsuccessful it has a 
dark beauty. 
When it succeeds, it 
is often overwhelming. 
I think it fails in most of the 
pages which concent the peerless 
Dittany, who is Powys’ first love. 
Dittany is too frail, too fragile, too 
beautiful, loo understanding. You 
feel, as you read, that this crea­ 
ture whom Powys won, last to a 
loved rival, and then lost forever 
through death, had become a fixa­ 
tion through her death. 
You feel 
that lf she had lived Powys might 
have managed to see her normally, 
but that if he had not managed this, 
he himself would have remained 
forever juvenile. 
Yet he did not 
remain juvenile; at least he mar­ 
ried and made a life for himself. 
And I think Hie book succeeds
